Jail strike ends; 
guards heading 
back to work 


Cost. Province 
estimated strike costs 
at $1.2 million per day 


Five days of strikes by Alberta 
jail guards ended late Tues¬ 
day evening after the union 
that represents them said an 
agreement with the province 
had been struck. 

The deal comes hours after 
the Alberta Union of Provin¬ 
cial Employees (AUPE) was 
fined a total of $350,000 after 
defying a back to work order 
and subsequently found in 
contempt of court late Mon¬ 
day night. 

AUPE President Guy Smith 
said the strike, which spread 


to Alberta Sheriffs and court 
workers, was worth the cost 
if it means provincial guards 
will work in safer conditions. 
He said the government will 
have to pay attention to the 
issue of safety in Alberta jails. 

“I think so much atten¬ 
tion has been drawn to these 
issues at the remand centre, 
that they would not be able 
to get away from hiding from 
these issues,” Smith said. 

The agreement with the 
province sends guards back 
to work for 7 a.m. Wednes¬ 
day, and includes a new Oc¬ 
cupational Health and Safety 
review of the recently opened 
Edmonton Remand Centre. 
It also states that individual 
union workers involved in 
the strike would not face any 
further retribution. 

Smith added that guards 
felt that strike action was 


their only alternative. 

Premier Redford re¬ 
sponded to news of the agree¬ 
ment late Tuesday night. 

“I am pleased AUPE has 
chosen to end its illegal strike 
and return to work. The Gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta has been 
clear before and during the 
strike that we take the health 
and safety of workers serious¬ 
ly and that has not changed. 
As we have stated repeatedly, 
we will investigate all new 
and specific occupational 
health and safety concerns 
raised by government em¬ 
ployees at the Edmonton Re¬ 
mand Centre,” she said in a 
prepared statement. 

“The government will do 
everything within our means 
to ensure taxpayers are not 
on the hook for the millions 
of dollars this illegal job ac¬ 
tion cost.”

City moves forward 
on plans for (small) 
urban beach

“It’s really about a sand 
experience, a sunbather 
experience, not so much a 
water connection,” Coun. 
Tony Caterina said he loved 
the plan, but was worried 


about the beach’s proposed 
size of 420 square metres. 

“My only concern is it 
might be a little bit dinky,” 
he said, later encouraging 
administration to look at op¬ 
tions for a larger area. 

The report on costs for 
the project will come back 
this fall.

'Big year’ ahead for road 
construction in Edmonton 


Projects. Total of 49 
outlined for city's 2013 
construction season 


Delays, detours and closures 
lay ahead, as Edmonton gears 
up for a busy year in road con¬ 
struction. City staff outlined 
the 2013 roadwork plan on 
Tuesday. 

“This year the city is in¬ 
vesting $265 million in trans¬ 
portation projects, including 
10 major arterial road pro¬ 
jects,” said Paul Szczepanski, 
director of arterial roads. “We 
also have 23 arterial road 
mill and overlay projects that 
we’re adding this year to deal 
with the tremendous amount 
of problems we’ve been hav¬ 


ing with potholes in the city.” 

Szczepanski said the trans¬ 
portation department would 
also like to see $65 million in 
annual funding to maintain 
arterial roads, a request to be 
discussed at a council commit¬ 
tee meeting Wednesday. 

“It’s really a question of 
what the city and the citizens 
want as far as long-term pave¬ 
ment performance,” said 
Szczepanski. “If we do want 
to have good quality roads, it 
does cost money to do that.” 

Overall, 2013 is a “more 
normal” year for road con¬ 
struction, according to Byron 
Nicholson, director of special 
projects. 

Last year, the city budgeted 
$122.9 million for roadwork, 
while it was triple that in 
2011. 


Major projects include 
63 Avenue (99 Street to 104 
Street), widening of Guardian 
Road-Lewis Estates Boule¬ 
vard (Granthan Gate to Potter 
Greens Drive), and streetscape 
work on Stony Plain Road (149 
Street to 158 Street). 

There are also major bridge 
projects planned, including 
the 41 Avenue-Queen Eliza¬ 
beth II Highway interchange, 
Rossdale Road Bridge over 
MacDougall Hill Road, Stony 
Plain Road over Groat Road 
Bridge rehabilitation, and 
Walterdale Bridge replace¬ 
ment project. 

Projects carrying over from 
2012 will also continue, such 
as streetscape work on Jasper 
Avenue and Central LRT Sta¬ 
tion rehabilitation.

Alberta streamlining all cancer services 


The Alberta government is re¬ 
aligning all cancer care under 
one umbrella agency to im¬ 
prove research and frontline 
help for patients, Health Min¬ 
ister Fred Horne announced 
Tuesday. 

“This will be the first time 
in our province’s histoiy that 


we’ve had a completely co¬ 
ordinated cancer strategy that 
is long-term and that looks at 
eveiything from prevention 
right through to how we sup¬ 
port survivors,” Home told a 
news conference at the Cross 
Cancer Institute. 

Home noted a long-term 


plan was needed, given that 
eveiy day, 42 Albertans learn 
they have cancer. That number 
is expected to grow to 73 new 
cases a day by 2030, he said. 

The new umbrella group 
will be called CancerControl 
Alberta and will not require ex¬ 
tra funds, said Dr. Paul Grundy, 


who will ran the agency under 
the auspices of Alberta Health 
Services. 

Grundy said the key chan¬ 
ges would involve prevention 
and research. 

“If you look at the total 
amount of time and dollars 
out of our budget that we’ve 


devoted to cancer prevention, 
they’re actually pretty small,” 
said Gmndy. “We really do 
need now to change the focus, 
to shift more of our dollars and 
our time to actually starting to 
address the issue of prevention. 
It’s key to the success of our

The federal auditor general 
says two of the government’s 
key pillars meant to improve 
the lives of aboriginal peoples 
have gone awry.

And he says Ottawa’s plans 
to deal with rising rates of 
diabetes — especially on First 
Nations reserves — are show¬ 
ing no results.

Russia has banned its 
airlines from flying over 
Syria after a civilian plane 
was reported to have come 
under an unspecified threat 
in Syrian airspace.

United States President Bar¬ 
ack Obama said Tuesday that 
the U.S. and Russia are over¬ 
coming Cold War-era suspi¬ 
cions to co-operate on the 
investigation of the Boston 
Marathon bombings as his top 
diplomat announced plans to 


travel to Russia. 

The suspects are Russians 
who immigrated to the U.S. 
Russian authorities warned 
the U.S. before the bombings 
that they had concerns about 
the family. 

Obama acknowledged that 
suspicions still exist. But he 
added that Russian President 
Vladimir Putin has assured 
him that Russia is commit¬ 
ted to help and that the two 
sides are looking for ways to 
improve counterterrorism co¬ 
operation more broadly.

Iceland has been stormed by 
pirates. They won’t be form¬ 
ing the government, but on¬ 
line freedom advocates the 
Pirate Party were still big win¬ 
ners in the country’s election. 

The party, just a few 
months old, took 5.1 per cent 
of the vote in Saturday’s poll, 
gaining three of the 63 seats 
in Iceland’s parliament, the 
Althingi. 

It is the biggest electoral 
trophy yet for a movement 
founded seven years ago in 
Sweden by a group of rebel¬ 
lious file-sharing geeks and 
hackers who scoffed at copy¬ 
right laws. 

Birgitta Jonsdottir, the 
most senior of Iceland’s three 
victorious Pirate lawmakers, 
argues that political and legal 
structures around the world 
have not kept pace with the 
technological change that has 
transformed the way we live. 
She compares it to new soft¬ 


ware that can’t run on an old 
computer. “We feel that most 
people, not only in Iceland 
but all over the world, feel 
that the institutions that are 
set up no longer function for 
us,” she said. 

The Pirate Party was 
founded in Sweden in 2006, 
its name a taunt to the anti¬ 
piracy activities of copyright- 
holders, its logo a buccaneer¬ 
ing black flag. 

It has spread to countries 
including the United States, 


but has had its greatest elec¬ 
toral success in northern Eur¬ 
ope. 

Sweden has elected two 
Pirate members to the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament, and last 
year a Pirate candidate was 
elected to the Czech Repub¬ 
lic’s upper house, the Senate. 
There are several dozen Pir¬ 
ate deputies at state level in 
Germany, and the party could 
gain national seats there in 
September’s election.

FDA to investigate 
added-caffeine foods 


Looking for a new way to get 
that jolt of caffeine energy? 
Food companies are betting 
snacks like potato chips, jelly 
beans and gum with a caffein- 
ated kick could be the answer. 

The U.S. Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration is closely watch¬ 
ing the marketing of these 
foods and wants to know more 
about their safety. The FDA 
said Monday it will look at 
the foods’ effects on children 
in response to a caffeinated 
gum introduced this week by 
Wrigley. Alert Energy Caf¬ 
feine Gum promises “the right 
energy, right now.” 

The agency is already inves¬ 
tigating the safety of energy 
drinks and energy shots, 
prompted by consumer re¬ 
ports of illness and death. 

Michael Taylor, FDA’s dep¬ 
uty commissioner of foods, 
said Monday that the only time 
FDA explicitly approved the 
added use of caffeine in a food 
or drink was in the 1950s for 
colas. The current prolifera-

It is frus¬ 
trating at times to read stuff 
on the web that is so misin¬ 


formed, but I think it started 
a giant conversation that 
we’re probably due to have 
because anyone who doesn’t 
think that this is a way musi¬ 
cians and filmmakers and 
artists of all (types), whether 
they’re known or unknown 
people, are going to be able 
to directly reach their fan 
base. I think those people 
aren’t keeping up with 
what’s happening. 

To me, this was the next 
logical step.

During our interview about 
his new book, Top of the Mor¬ 
ning: Inside the Cutthroat 
World of Morning TV, Brian 
Stelter consistently refers to 
the ouster of Ann Curiy on 
the Today show as “The Ann 
Curry Disaster.”

Veracruz wagon and the 2013 
Santa Fe are much closer. Until 
its demise following the 2012 
model year, the Veracruz repre¬ 
sented Hyundai’s mainstay 
transport for people requiring 
accommodations for up to sev¬ 
en-passengers and their belong¬ 
ings. Its drawbacks, including a 
hefty 4,300-pound base weight, 
eventually placed it out of the 
running. 

The Veracruz’s capacity, if 
not its name, has been replaced 
by the Santa Fe, or at least one 
version of the Santa Fe.
